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Selectmen’s Report 


TO THE CITIZENS OF WOODSTOCK: 


Thanks to S.A.D. #44 turning back the complex building to the town, HISTORY 
comes to Woodstock before the year 2000. We have gone from a one-room cold 
office and a high elevated air conditioned privy to modern bathroom facilities, 
with separate units for Hens and Roosters, and a heating system where one doesn’t 
have to work with their fur coats and winter boots on and feet off the floor to 
keep warm when trying to conduct town business. This we feel is real progress 
and we are proud to see things moving forward in a positive direction and cer- 
tainly hope the trend will continue. 


This was the year we changed our form of government to Town Manager. This 
transition period has not been an easy task to accomplish. We ended up moving 
twice during this year, plus having to do some renovations on the permanent loca- 
tion to make it a more efficient working area. Much more work needs to be done 
for the completion of the complex building and it’s our hope this can be achieved 
this year. 


We feel our road crew has done a good job this year and have accomplished 
much even though we had a major set back because of flood damages. 


We are faced with a major project on Rumford Avenue this year, because of 
safety factors, and need to widen the road and hot top it. Due to inadequate lighting 
at the school we have requested to put in three additional street lights in that area. 
These costs are all direct town expenses. Not only will the cost be a factor, but 
our road crew will be taken away from their regular summer duties. 


Much devotion of time has been spent in the assessing area, to bring things 
in line, and an equal equation has been applied. These necessary updates will 
help delay, for a short period, a revaluation process which is very costly. 


Still unresolved at this time is the “‘Lake Road Project’’, but your board is 
on top of the situation and it will be resolved in court hopefully this year. 


Things seem to be piling up on us all at the same time, but due to what we 
believe has been sound business practice, we feel we can face these problems 
with somewhat less pain than one would expect. 


Our fire department has requested to purchase a tank truck unit and is estimating 
the cost to be approximately $27,000.00. We as the board feel we should use 
the balance in the fire department’s equipment reserve account of $22,744.77 
and raise an additional $5,000.00. 
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Unfortunately at the same time our highway department is in need of a new 
truck to replace the 1969 model, and are requesting $60,000.00 for this item. 
Our suggestion is to use the highway equipment reserve balance of $22,883.05, 
appropriate $25,000.00 from surplus and raise $12,500.00 to take care of this 
matter. 


Shortly we are going to be required to build a salt-sand shed which is a project 
that has to be worked on this year, in order to be in place on a timely basis. 


The foresight of setting up reserve accounts and the freezing of the Highway 
Block Grant monies, has served as a windfall for us, whereby it allows us some 
flexibility when crisis situations arise. The real motto is ‘‘RAINY DAYS DO 
COME NOW AND THEN, BE PREPARED.”’ 


We as a board want to say a special thank you to all the committees who have 
worked for the town on our behalf viz, Planning Board, Building Committee, 
Recreation Committee, Conservation Committee, Comprehensive Planning Group, 
and our supportive Budget Committee. All these members were very considerate 
and generous giving their valued time and knowledge and without any compen- 
sation for their services. 


We wish also to say thanks at this time to each and everyone who have helped 
us in many other ways. 


Woodstock is moving forward and changing rapidly, let us continue to have 
team work, cooperation and understanding to achieve a better community which 
we all can be proud of, and know it was through collective efforts that made the 
difference.

It is with pleasure that I present the first town manager’s report to the town 
of Woodstock. 


1987 has been a year of transition. Change is always difficult and especially 
sO in municipal government. After several moves your town office has found 
a permanent home in the school complex building. Citizens may now conduct 
business from nine to five Monday through Friday. Our services include re- 
registrations (new registrations will begin soon), birth, marriage, death certificates, 
marriage licenses and fishing and hunting licenses. Our town records are available 
for any citizen to examine. We are happy to notorize any papers for Woodstock 
citizens free of charge, also. 


Your municipal officers have renovated the annex building with energy effi- 
ciency and maximum working efficiency. In combining all town government under 
one roof we have strived to create a workable office for the staff as well as citizens 
coming in to the office for information. We are here to serve you and any sug- 
gestions will be welcome. 


Other changes during 1987 include the creation of a Planning Board and Com- 
prehensive Plan Committee. These hardworking committees have our thanks for 
the time and effort they have expended during this year of growth. With their 
leadership Woodstock will be prepared for expected growth in the future. Any 
citizen wanting to contribute will be welcome to join the Comprehensive Plan 
Committee. Our Appeals Board is also an active group and deserve our thanks 
in serving the town. 


The Flood of 1987 created many road problems. With FEMA funds awarded 
to the town in the amount of $42,706. our road crew was able to repair damaged 
roads this past summer. I applaud them for a job well-done. 


One of the projects necessary in the near future will be a new garage site. The 
state is mandating a covered salt-sand shed by 1990 and our underground fuel 
storage tanks must be replaced with above-the-ground tanks. 


It has been a pleasure to serve the town of Woodstock in 1987. I have discovered 
this town as a very special Maine community and I have met some very caring, 
helpful citizens this year. Your help and support have been sincerely appreciated.

The Town has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets and, 
accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets, required by generally 
accepted accounting principles, is not included in the financial report. 


In our opinion, the financial statements listed in the aforementioned table 
of contents present fairly the financial position of the Town of Woodstock at 
December 31, 1986, and the results of its operations for the year then ended, 
in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a 
basis consistent with that of the preceding year. 


The accompanying supplemental information is not necessary for a fair 
presentation of the financial statements, but is presented per statutory 
requirements and as additional analytical data. The information has been 
subjected to the tests and other auditing procedures applied in the 
examination of the financial statements mentioned above and, in our opinion, 
is fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the financial 
statements taken as a whole. 


In connection with our examination, we also performed tests of compliance 
with the Revenue Sharing Act and regulations as detailed in the Commentary on 
the Audit Requirements of the Local Government Fiscal Assistance Amendments 
of 1983 issued by che Office of Revenue Sharing, U.S. Department of the 
Treasury and also the provisions of Standards for Audit of Governmental 
Organizations, Programs, Activities and Functions promulgated by the U.S. 
Comptroller General which pertain to financial and compliance audits. The 
data on the appropriate Bureau of Census form was compared with the audited 
records of the Town of Woodstock and we are not aware of any noncompliance 
with che regulations. 


In our opinion, for the items tested, the Town of Woodstock complied with the 
aforementioned provisions of the Revenue Sharing Act and regulations. 
Further, based on our examination and procedures referred to above, nothing 
came to our attention to indicate that the Town of Woodstock had not complied 
with the aforementioned provisions of the Revenue Sharing Act and 
regulations.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


DECEMBER 31, 1986 


Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of Woodstock conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental units. 


A. Basis of Presentation 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds or 
account groups, each of which is considered a sefarate accounting 
entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for with a 
separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, 
liabilities, fund balance, revenues and expenditures. The various 
funds are grouped by type in the financial statements. 


Governmental Funds 


General Fund - The general fund is the general operating fund of 
the Town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that are 
not allocated by law or contractual agreement to another fund are 
accounted for in this fund. From the fund are paid the general 
operating expenditures, the fixed charges and the capital improve- 
ment costs that are not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Fund - Special revenue funds are used to account 
for revenues derived from specific taxes-or other earmarked 
revenue sources, including federal revenue sharing funds. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds - Trust funds are used to account for assets held in 
trust by the Town for others. 


B. Basis of Accounting 


The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by the govern- 
mental funds. Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, 

revenues are recorded when received in cash except for property tax 
revenues which are recorded as deferred tax revenues unless collect- 
ible within sixty days following the year end. Expenditures, other 


than interest on long-term debt, are recorded when the liability is 
incurred. 


C. General Fixed Assets 


The Town does not maintain a record of its general fixed assets. 
Expenditures for property and equipment aré charged against depart- 
mental operations whenever such items are purchased.

2. Property Tax 209 


The Town's property tax for the current year was levied November 4, 1986 
on the assessed value listed as of April 1, 1986 for all real and per- 
sonal property located in the Town. Taxes were due on December 1, 1986 
with interest at 13.5% per annum or part thereof unpaid as of that date. 


3. Deferred Tax Revenues 


The National Council on Governmental Accounting (N.C.G.A.) Interpretation 
No. 3 requires that property tax revenue be recognized to the extent it 
will be collected within sixty days following the year end. 


At December 31, 1986, deferred tax revenues amounted to $77,000.00, re- 
flecting an dncrease of $3,000.00 over the prior year. 


4. Deferred Credits 


Deferred credits represent items received during the current accounting 
period which are to be used as revenue in the subsequent year. State 
revenue sharing funds of $2,334.50 not used during the current year were 
deferred for use in the subsequent year as provided by statutory re- 
quirements. 


5. General Fund Budget 


The Town operates on a net budget as compared with a gross budget. All 
revenues are not estimated, but are credited to the particular operating 
account. Certain revenues are dedicated for particular purposes by vote 


of the townspeople at the annual town meeting or at special town meetings. 


At the annual town meeting, held in March of each year, the townspeople 
vote on various articles, on which amounts for appropriations have been 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen and/or the Budget Committee. 


6. Designated for Capital and Special Reserves 


Capital and special reserve accounts amounting to $169,415.30, have been 
established in the past by statutory provisions or by vote of the towns- 
people. These funds were invested in time deposits and certificates of 
deposit at year end. 


7. Designated for Subsequent Year's Expenditures 


Historically, the townspeople vote to carry certain departmental unex- 
pended balances and/or overdrafts forward to the following year for 
expenditure. This is usually in lieu of additional appropriations in 
any particular account.

STATE DEPARTMENT OF AUDIT 
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Woodstock Conservation Commission 


In 1987 the Woodstock Conservation Commission continued a number of long 
standing projects such as the support of the Recycling Center at the Woodstock- 
Greenwood Transfer Station. We also assisted Bethel in starting a recycling center 
in their town. 


One of our long standing priorities has been to see conservation commissions 
formed in all the neighboring towns. With our assistance a Conservation Com- 
mission will be formed in Bethel. We are on our way to having a regional en- 
vironmental presence. 


With our support a Lakes Association has been formed in this area to better 
monitor the lakes. 


We have continued supporting environmental efforts at the Woodstock Elemen- 
tary School by sending two students to the summer program at The Maine Con- 
servation School. A fund has been set up and some research done on setting up 
a nature trail at the WES. 


We have been representing the Conservation Commission at the Planning Board 
meetings and are currently working on writing the Natural Resources Inventory 
of the Woodstock Comprehensive Plan. This will be used as a guide to deter- 
mine impact on our natural resources as this town grows. 


One of our greatest accomplishments has been the donation of Glover’s Marsh 
to this town. It is a beautiful natural area that we will manage and eventually 
develop a boardwalk and nature trail on. The Conservation Commission is 
prepared to help landowners find creative ways of protecting unique natural areas 
that benefit the landowner and the Town. The above donation was hopefully the 
beginning of many.

The Plumbing Inspector, as well as town officials should be compensated by 
contract, rather than be paid from fees collected. 


The Selectmen should investigate cost of additional insulation for town offices, 
and obtain an additional analysis of the town office renovation plan from a town 
building committee. 

The Chairman of the Budget Committee should be invited to appear at Town 
Meeting, to comment on any budget item in which the Budget Committee’s recom- 
mendation differs from that of the Selectmen. 


The Budget Committee is appointed annually by the Selectmen, and meets 
throughout the year as necessary, in the town offices.

-WOODSTOCK PLANNING BOARD ORDINANCE 


1. Establishment. Pursuant to Art. VIII, Pt. 2, Sec. 1 of the Maine Con- 
stitution and 30 MRSA § 1917, the town of Woodstock hereby establishes 
a planning board. The board which has been acting as a planning board 
for the town of Woodstock is hereby reestablished as the planning board 
for the purposes of this ordinance. The actions which it has taken prior 
to the adoption of this ordinance are hereby declared to be the acts of the 
legally constituted planning board of the town of Woodstock. 


2. Composition. The board shall consist of 7 members and 2 associate 
members. 


3. The term of each member shall be 5 years, except the initial appoint- 
ments which shall be for 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 years respectively. The term of of- 
fice of an associate member shall be 5 years. No member shall serve more 
than 5 years except for those appointments less than five years. This ex- 
ception would only apply to the initial appointments to the board. 


4. When there is a permanent vacancy, the municipal officers shall within 
60 days of its occurrence appoint a person to serve for the unexpired term. 
A vacancy shall occur upon the resignation or death of any member, or 
when a member ceases to be a voting resident of the town, or when a member 
fails to attend four (4) consecutive regular meetings, or fails to attend at 
least 75% of all meetings during the preceding twelve (12) month period. 
When a vacancy occurs, the chairman of the board shall immediately so 
advise the municipal officers in writing. The board may recommend to the 
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municipal officers that the attendance provision be waived for cause, in 
which case no vacancy will then exist until the municipal officers disap- 
prove the recommendation. The municipal officers may remove members 
of the planning board by unanimous vote, for cause, after notice and hearing. 


5. A municipal officer may not be a member or associate member. 
6. Organization and Rules. 


A. The board shall elect a chairperson, vice chairperson, and a 
secretary from among its members. The term of all offices shall be 
1 year with eligibility for re-election. 


B. When a member is unable to act because of interest, physical 
incapacity, absence or any other reason satisfactory to the chairman, 
the chairman shall designate an associate member to sit in his stead. 


C. An associate member may attend all meetings of the board and 
participate in its proceedings, but may vote only when he has been 
designated by the chairman to sit for a member. 


D. Any question of whether a member shall be disqualified from 
voting on a particular matter shall be decided by a majority vote of 
the members except the member who is being challenged. 


E. The chairman shall call at least one regular meeting of the board 
each month. 


F. No meeting of the board shall be held without a quorum con- 
sisting of 4 members or associate members authorized to vote. The 
board shall act by majority vote, calculated on the basis of the number 
of members present and voting. 


G. The board shall adopt rules for transaction of business and the 
secretary shall keep a record of its resolutions, transactions, cor- 
respondence, findings and determinations. All records shall be deemed 
public and may be inspected at reasonable times at the town office. 


. Duties; Powers. 


A. The board may prepare a Comprehensive Plan as defined by 
30 MRSA Section 4961. 


B. The board shall perform such duties and exercise such powers 
that are provided by Woodstock ordinances and the laws of the State 
of Maine. 


C. The board may obtain goods and services necessary to its prop- 
er function within the limits of appropriations made for the purpose.
